Take a new^ whisk lu’oom and cleanse 
It thoroughly in a hofeuds; di’y It and 
hang it on a nail oyer the sink where 
t js w'lthin easy reach. At mealtime, 
as you disk the food for the table, set 
Uie kettle in which it was cooked im-, 
mediately in the sink and draw it full 
of water, so that every part which the 
food has touched will be in soak. Ket¬ 
tles that are left to stand unwashed 
without any water in them during the 
mealtime hour are ten times the trou¬ 
ble to clean afterward. It takes only 
a moment to turn the faucet,’' and, thg, 
kettle will be full probably by the time 
you have emptied the next one. Treat 
the frying pans—everything in which 
you have cooked—in the same way. 
Hot water is the best. If you have a 
good sized boiler, you can easily spare 
enough from it. • 

When you are ready to begin Wash¬ 
ing the utensils, take the whisk broom 
and run it around the kettle, removing 
all the bits of food that cling to the 
edge of it; then around the sides anil 
bottom in the same way. You w^H find 
the broom to be far more useful than 
a cloth or than the arrangement of 
metal rings which does duty In‘the 
same way. The metal rings are an im¬ 
provement on the Cloth, hut not so good 
as the broom. After you have emptied 
the rinsing water draw fresh hot wa¬ 
ter from the faucet into the kettle, 
make a suds with the soap shaker and 
with the broom wash the kettle all 
over, rinse off the soap under the 
f.aucet and dry. 


A New Cenpaa Word. 

A new word seeins destined to come 
into use with the‘census o f 1000, The. 
word la ‘’median.” It ought to dis- 
place ayei’age and-center forUhe great¬ 
er number of ordinary-.census uses, 
since the notion of ’‘average” which 
.most people have is yeally expressed 
by “median," while ’'average" means 
■quite another thing.-* There Is room in 
our terminology for both terms, just 
as we distinguish between plurality 
and majority to good advantage in 
discussing election returns. The av¬ 
erage age of the population of'the Unit¬ 
ed States, for example,. Is 25 years; 
the median age is 21 years. The latter 
means the point at which there are as 
many people above as below. An 80- 
year-bld man would' then haye nip more 
.influence In pulling tip the median age 
of his community than a 40-year-old 
man so long as both were above the 
average. The octogenarian would, 
however, have a great Influence on the 
average age of a community.—Boston 
Transcript 


How to Whiten Clothes. j 
Into a large saucepan—porcelain is 
best—put four pounds of bicarbonate 
of soda and four quarts of hot water. 
Stir frequently with -a wooden stick 
until the soda is dissolved. Then add 
one pound of chloride of lime. Stir 
occasionally until the solids are dis¬ 
solved. Then let the liquid cool in a 
kettle, Strain the clear part through 
cheesecloth into wide mouthed bottles. 
Put the stoppers in and set away until 
used. Any part that is not Clear can 
be put into separate bottles and used 
for cleaning white floors and 'the ta¬ 
bles. It is also good for cleaning the 
sink, traps, etc. 


How to Slake Bean Soap. 

•Pour two quarts of warm water over 
a pint of beans and soak all night. In 
the morning drain and .turn into a soup 
kettle with a »quarter of a pound of 
sliced salt pork, a sliced onion and a 
root of celery. Bring slowly to a boll 
and simmer for six hours. Eub through 
a coarse sieve, return the soup to the 
kettle and season with salt, pepper and 
a teaspoonful of kitchen bouquet and 
then thicken with a teaspoonful of 
brown roux. Put a handful of dice of 
fine bread on the surface of the soup 
after it is In the tureen. 


I How to Hake Hair Tonic. * 

A hair tonic which has proved Itself 
a blessing for falling hair and dandrutt 
is made by mixing 48 grains of resorcin 
with one-fourtb ounce ot glycerin and 
sufliclent diluted alcohol to fill a two 
ounce bottle. Better have double ot 
the amount prepared. Apply every 
night with a medicine dropper. Keep 
in mind that the tonic must be well 
rubbed into the scalp. All that Is 
smeared On the hair Is so much wasted 
material.

Light, nutritious and easily digested 
food is what confined fowls require. Feed 
regularly and in rotation various kinds 
of food-^all that they will eat up clean. 

When choice poultry are raised and 
are fed Until they are’plump and fat, it 
wifi nearly always pay to kill and'dress 
before sending to ‘market. Pick them 
dry, " ■ ' , , 

Grain should be pnly a portion of the 
diet of fowls. And yet few flocks, re¬ 
ceive anything but grain. As' such food 
will not promote laying,' it is not surpris¬ 
ing that many well fed flocks dp not 
prove 'profitahle. 

The fact should not be overlooked that 
tvith poultry, as with everything else, 
good care accounts for one-half at least. 
The best breed, the best poultry house 
and the best feed are necessary in rais-. 
ing poultry, but strict attention to .de¬ 
tails is fully as necessary, '•

What the Centary has Done for 
Women. ' 

No lesson that the nineteenth 
century taught us is more directly 
impressive than its exhibition of 
the unused resources which it 
brought into use. its inventions 
and' discoveries multiplied man’s 
power over Nature by taking hold 
of common things and familiar 
facts, and putting them to use. 
Chemical and dynamical agencies 
at the close ot the century were 
rendering service to the race in 
every direction, although at its 
opening they were useless through 
our ignorance or cpnlempt for 
them. 

A paralled fact was the great in¬ 
crease of woman’s activity during 
the past century. At its begin¬ 
ning, the stage was almost the on¬ 
ly career open to a woman of dis- 
tinguished abilities. Even litera¬ 
ture was practically closed through 
the comrnon contempt for “blue¬ 
stockings.’’ Monk Eewis, who 
himself had perpetrated some of 
the worst novels in the language, 
wrote to his mother, on hearing 
that she had a novel in hand ; “T 
! cannot express to you in language 
sufficiently strong how disagreea¬ 
ble and painful my sensations 
would be if you were to publtsh 
any work of any kind, and thus 
hold yourself out as an object of 
newspaper animadversion and con¬ 
tempt. I always consider a female 
author as a sort of half-man.” 
And “the little cock-sparrow,” as 
Mrs. Oliphqnt calls-blm, spoke the 
feelings of his generation. 

Already, indeed,, England had a 
few woman authors of note, such 
as Pahny Burney and Mrs. Rad- 
clifte; smd several others were 
about to appear, notably Mrs. 
Shelley, Jane Austen and Jane 
Taylor. These, however, were but 
the first drops of the shower 
which, by the middle of the cen¬ 
tury, had reached such a volume 
as showed that the woman of let¬ 
ters was an established fact. Let 
any lover of good literature look 
over the list of English writers of 
Victorian period, and consider 
what a loss it would have been to 
human enjoyment, what a diminu¬ 
tion of the moral and civilizing 
forces of good literature, if woman 
had been “kept in her place” dur- 
in g those years, as were the wom¬ 
en of the century preceding. 
Think of Charlotte Bronte living 
the demure and inarticulate exis¬ 
tence of a country parson’s daugh¬ 
ter, Elizabeth Barrett timidly 
stealing under a feigned name in¬ 
to the Poets' Corner of an old 
magazine, and George Eliot using 
her splendid powers of imagina¬ 
tion for the delight of a Loudon 
coterie I 

Literature is not the only gate 
that the nineteenth century threw 
open to women. Science, law, 
modieine, philanthropy, and so¬ 
cial reform of every kind have ■wel¬ 
comed her with more or less heart¬ 
iness. She has been admitted to 
mady forms of business activity, 
Which have been created by our 
new conditions, or were closed to 
her and monopolized by men be¬ 
fore. In a word, woman is allow¬ 
ed to make what, she will of her 
own life, and to work out any kind 
of power that is in her, as she 
never was beforej and she has 
laid uS all under obligations by 
the splendid use she has made of 
her new opportunities. 

It is objected that she has grown 
less feminine and attractive 
through the change. But this is 
net the fact. The woman of a cen¬ 
tury ago did, cultivate some social 
accomplishments, which ha’To been 
allowed to slip out of use. They 
worked samplers when they were 
young, and they could faint at 
discretion in their riper years. 
But to judge by the records of that 
age, in both memoir and fiction, 
there was an amount of coarseness 
in women’s speech and behavior 
which has disappeared. Smoking, 
swearing, ahd roundly abusing 
those who offended them, although 
Hot universal, accomplishtnonts, 
were yet far more common among 
women than they are to-day. 
They read books and sat out plays 
which to-day they would be 
ashamed of. In fact, being taught 
that they were an inferior kind of 
men, they naturally thought that 
imltatoln of men was the road to 
perfection. They noW know bet¬ 
ter.—Saturday Evening Post#

Not Garibaldi, nor Victor Em¬ 
manuel, was the creator of Modern 
Italy. Grand old Mazziui had 
dreamed of a free and united Italy 
and had started a hundred thous¬ 
and young men to dreaming, and 
they Were Garibaldi’s red-shirted 
battalions, “every one itt love with 
hardship, privation, freedom and 
death.” 

Samuel Adams did as much with 
his pen as George Washington 
with his sword to unloose the Col¬ 
onies from foreign rule.

Xfow to ]Ua.l£e ’I’liiR NcceasiLrY Compp- 
ucut of Certain Salads, 

Mix onp- teaspoon of mustard, one 
te.Tspoon powdered sugar, one-half 
teaspoon salt and one-fourth teaspoon 
:ayenne in a small bowl or wucepan 
set into a large pan of ice water. Add 
the yolks of two raw ojigs R^nd stir 
well with a small wooden spoon. If 
the yolk thickens at once and can be 
held on the spoon, you may be quite 
sure that the oil will unite with it read¬ 
ily, hut if the 3 ’olk seems thiu and wa- 
•tei*y and spreads all over the pan it 
will take very sloiv and careful ma¬ 
nipulation to make a perfect emulsion. 

Have,ready and measured one pint 
of olive oii two tablespoons vinegar 
and two tablespoons lemon juice. 

Pour a teaspooufui of oil into the 
bowl and tip it.so the oil will stay at 
the lower edge. Gradually take It Into 
the egg as you stir and when it disap¬ 
pears add another spoonful. And so 
go on adding oil, more and more each 
time, until when It is thick like batter 
you may add ij; by the tablespoonful 
and at last by the quarter cupful. Be 
careful to stir in each portion until the 
mass is smooth and glossy rather than 
rough and broken. If it seems inclined 
to crumble and rapid stirring does not 
remedy it, add^a little of the acid and 
when smooth [go on with the oil. Be 
careful not to use too much acid, as it 
makes it thin. It should he thick 
enough to drop when ready to use. If 
you wish a larger quantity and do, not 
care for so large an amount of oil, add 
half fh cup of whipped cream or the 
beaten whites just before .Serving. 

Never mix the mayonnaise dressing 
with the meat or fish until ready to 
serve, and then only part of it, and 
spread the remainder over the top. 

Mayonnaise tartare is simply the ad¬ 
dition of chopped onions, pickles, pars¬ 
ley and capers to the mayonnaise.

The Encbanted Dinner Roll. 

Picking up the roll which lies beside 
your plate, you remark to your neighbor 
on either side that it seems unusually 
heavy. It Is duly examined, but nobody 
.finds anything abnormal about it. You, 
however, maintain your opinion and ul¬ 
timately breaking the roll in half justify 
yonr assertion by showing that a coin is 
fairly imbedded in its center. 

The whole secret lies in the manner of 
breaking the roll, which should be held as 



in the picture, with the coin resting on 
the fingers of the right hand beneath it. 
The, roll is broken by two movements, the 
first being an elevation of the sid^s and 
a depression of the center. .This causes 
the roil to break apart oh' its underside, 
making an opening into "which it is ea^y 
to thrust the coin. The movement is then 
reversed,, and the roll flnnlly broken in 
half by a depre'ssion of the sides and an 
elevation of the middle. This closes the 
lower fracture and makes another on top 
of the roll, showing the coin nestling in 
its center, ’ • 

A No'lselesH Ring: Game. 

The small rubber rings that are used 
in every household with which to seal 
preserve,jars may be made the means 
'Of much enjoyment when a lively game 
is desired for the amusement of, friends.- 
First obtain a smooth head of a flour or 
sugar barrel, and see that^the pieces are 
all fastened together, forming a circular 
board, or any smooth board about a 
square foot in size' Will serve the pur¬ 
pose. ^ 

Procure ten coat hooks of medium size, 
and secure thqm into the board and piark 
above each hook its number, ranging 
from No. 1 to No. 10.' A hole may be 
made in the upper end of the board or 
a screw eye inserted, by which to hang 
it upon the nail in the wall. 

No. 10 is a sort of bullseye, and each 
player, being givpn three of the rubber 
rings, takes turns in throwing them from 
a position about ten feet away, endeavor¬ 
ing to “hook” as many on the board as 
possible. A score is kept of the points 
gained by each player, the one first get¬ 
ting 100 points being the winner. How¬ 
ever, e.xactly 100 points must be made. 
For instance, if a player has 99, he has 
to work for hook No. 1, as any other 
.hook would carry him over the mark. 
This' 'difficulty adds to the interest of 
the game. . 

The advantage-'of the game is that no 
noise is made nor damage done by the 
rings, and-it may be improvised by any 
boy or girl.

How a StcRTOslill* Engineer Averted 
a CatastropUe. 

“The strain put on a propeller shaft in 
any large vessel,’' said a former sea cap¬ 
tain, “is something frightful, and it has 
to have extraordinary sti'ength to with¬ 
stand it. The worst part of it is whqn tbp 
stern lifts out of the- water duiing a 
pitch. Then the propeller blades have 
nothing to play against except aU,.and 
naturally they begin to race. While they 
are whizzing around at top speed they 
souse into the water again, and you can 
imagine the shock! It makes the whole 
ship tremble like a scared ■'horse. If there 
is the sliglitest flaw m the shaft it is apt 
to snap of like a piece‘of glass. I re¬ 
member, before I quit the sea,’’ continued 
the ex-captain, “I was once first officer 
on a fine cargo tramp from Liverpool. 
Our chief engineer was an old Welshman 
naiiied Dawes. De was a tough, old fel¬ 
low, with ro,ighty Uttle of what you 
might call book educa''.ioii, but it thei’e ev¬ 
er wafc a natural bom genius he was the 
man. Engineering seemed to be a kind of 
an instinct with him, and when there was 
any trouble with the machinery he could 
put his finger on the exact spot, where 
another man might be pottering around 

for a day. . 

“At the time I have in mind we uaa 
cleared from our home port with a mi.xed 
cargo for Rio, and on the second day out 
old Dawes all of a sudden stopped the en¬ 
gines. It was my watch, and 1 went be¬ 
low to find out what was up. ‘There s 
pomothing wrong with that propeller 
shaft,’ he said, and he took a lantern and 
started to go over it, inch by inch. Inside 
an hour he found two holes that l^ad been 
bored in it about midway down, where 
the strain was the greatest, and nicely 
filled up with soap and plumbago. It 
was evidently the work of an assistant 
engineer who had a row and quit at Liv¬ 
erpool, Any big shock would have been 
certain to break the shaft in two, hut, as 
Providence willed it, we had smooth 
weather up to that time, Dawes riveted 
a steel collar aropnd the weak spot, and 
we made Rjo without accident under 
about three-fourths speed.' 1 often asked 
him afterward how he came to suspect 
anything was- wrong, and all be could 
tell me was that the shaft ‘sounded rot¬ 
ten.’ I Suppose there was some false note 
in the vibration; either that or it was the 
biggest piece of luck dii record. Ex
